ШШ PETITION IS I PR OCLAMA TION 
DISMISSED BY COURT 


Judge Parker Hands Down 
Decision In Proceedings 
In Judgeship. 


Petition Was Filed By Mr. 
Marquis In Local Court, 
September 7. 


In a lengthy opinion handed 
down late Friday afternoon, Oc­ 
tober 7, Judge William >1. Parker 
of Venango county, sitting as a 
special judge here, dismissed the 
petition of W illiam E. 
Marquis 
asking for a declaratory judg- • I 
ment to clear up a “doubt and 
uncertainty’* over the recent Act 
of Assembly providing an addi­ 
tional law judge for Lawrence 
county. 
M r. M arquis presented his petition 
3n Septem ber 7, asking for the de­ 
claratory' Judgem ent and later. A ttor­ 
ney H. K. Gregory, D. S. Pyle and 
Rev. S. E Irvine presented a counter 
petition asking th a t the first petition , 
oe dism issed. 
All parties filed as citi­ 
zens and taxpayers. The county com ­ 
m issioners were also represented in 
I he case, asking th a t the petition be 
dismissed. 
Not Proper Remedy 
In his opinion Judge P arker says 
th a t a declaratory Judgm ent would j 
be of little value in the case, in as­ 
m uch as the rights cf m any are to 
be considered, and also th at such a 
Judgm ent would be m erely “advisory 
He also cites the fact th a t G overnor » 
John S. Fisher had appointed A ttor­ 
ney Jam es A. C ham bers to the post 
¡ind th a t this appointm ent seemed to 
be in itself a reason for the dism issal 
of the petition. 
T he petition is a long one and con- , 
tains m any references to other cases. 
Tlie following excerpts from it con- 
tain the gist of the opinion. 
“We do n ot know why the sam e 
precision and form alities should not 
be observed in asking for a d eclara­ 
tory judgm ent as in the pleading in 
any 
other 
cause. 
W hile 
we 
have t 
abandoned m any of the technicalities 
Inherited from the com m on law. it is 
a universal requirem ent th a t one p re ­ 
senting a claim m ust do so w ith su f­ 
ficient precision to readily determ ine 
the exact point in issue. 
We do not 
believe th a t the ordinary rules have 
been followed in fram ing th e petition 
in th is case. 
P arties, an issue, and 
the bringing of prospective litigants 
before the co u rt are ju st as essential 
here as in the old and well estab­ 
lished practice. 
We will however e n ­ 
deavor to dispose of the question a l­ 
though we are of th e opinion th a t 
the petition itself is defective" 
Constitutionality Not Questioned 
“ It will be observed th a t the petition 
of Mr. M arquis does not set forth any 
facts or allegations showing th a t an 
actual controversy exists between the 
petitioner and any other p arty or 
parties. 
It does not allege th a t the 
petitioner holds any view' or opinion 
and he does not m a k ra n v assertion 
w ith relation to the validity or con­ 
stitu tio n ality of the act. 
He fails to 
state w hether he contends th a t it is 
valid or invalid, constitutional or u n ­ 
constitutional act. 
He does not nam e 
any other person or body .of persons

SHENANDOAH. Pa., Oct. 8 —W ith 
all hope abandoned th a t life rem ain­ 
ed in either of the two bodies which 
rescue m en could see dimly through 
the haze 
and 
black dam p of the 
wrecked gangway, a crew of tw enty- 
five m iners today re-entered the East 
O rchard working of the Ham m ond 
Colliery near here where a gas explo­ 
sion snuffed out four lives yesterday. 
S hifts of tw enty-five m en worked 
throughout the night in fruitless ef­ 
forts to reach the bodies of Joseph 
Shorgalis, 39, of C onnorton and Jam ^s 
Pace. 40, of R aven Run, whose bod­ 
ies, partially covered w ith rock and 
coal, were seen early today by rescue 
men. 
The bodies of Joseph Kiskosky, of 
Connorton, and M art Rowland, 35. 
of G irardville, were brought out of 
the wrecked workings late yesterday. 
A fifth m iner, M ichael Patch, was 
badlv burned in the blast. 
O fficial Investigation and inquests 
will not be held, officials said today, 
until the two bodies are recovered. 
Unofficial reports were th a t the 
five m en entered the working too 
shortly after a charge had been fir­ 
ed. and th at 
a spark ignited gas 
which had collected after the “shot 
had been fired.

Declares

CINCINNATI, O , Oct. 8.—George 
Remus. “Bootlegger King 
today w?as 
pacing his cell in county Jail nerv­ 
ously. aw aiting the opening of the 
grand Jury investigation Tuesday of 
the shooting to death of his wife, 
Mrs. Imogene Remus, 38, here T hurs- 
day. 
Remus today apparently found the 
atm osphere of the county Jail m uch 
more depressing th an th a t of police 
headquarters where he wras detained 
until after his form al hearing on a 
charge of first degree m urder yes­ 
terday. at which he entered a plea of 
not guilty, and he was very nervous, 
jail atten d an ts said, sleeping but fit­ 
fully last night. 
The coroner’s inquest into the death 
of Mrs. Remus, who was hauled from 
a taxicab and shot by her estranged 
husband, as she was enroutc to d i­ 
vorce court to appear in her divorce 
suit against Remus, was also sched­ 
uled to get under way Tuesday, a l­ 
though the obvious verdict 
was 
a 
foregone conclusion. 
Rem us’ chauffeur. George Klug. a 
form er associate during 
his 
boot­ 
legging days, and the driver of the 
taxicab in which Mrs. Remus was 
riding, together with Miss R uth R e­ 
mus. the adopted daughter of Mrs 
Remus, will be the principal witness­ 
es before the grand Jury, Prosecutor 
Charles P T aft Jr.. announced. 
A 
quick indictm ent for first degree m u r­ 
der was expected to be returned by 
the Inquisitorial body. 
Remus today had consulted no a t­ 
torney. and insisted th a t he would 
conduct his own defense 
He was 
form erly a practicing attorney in C hi­ 
cago. 


Calls Remus Coward. 
LANSING. Mich.. Oct. 8 —“Remus 
is a liar and a coward. 
He would 
never, himself, attack other th an a 
woman or child but he Is of the type 
who would hire assassins. 
He had a 
price of $8,000 on my head, a price 
th at none of his hired thugs has ever 
had nerve enough to collect." 
This was the sum m ary of the m an. 
George Remus, form er bootleg king 
and now alleged m urderer of his wife, 
as given today by Franklin Dodge, 
mystery m an in the case, whom R em ­ 
us claimed stole the affections of his 
wife. 
“His tissue of iies attem pting to con­ 
nect me w ith his wife and besm irch 
the nam e of the woman whose brains 
built him up to his place of power is 
but typical of his whole rotten fabric," 
Dodge continued in an interview at 
the home of his father here.

The author of the proposed am end­ 
m ent. Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers. R.. 
of M assachusetts, declared th a t she 
would introduce her resolution on the 
*irst day of the new session of con­ 
gress. 
‘D espite the fact th a t great ad­ 
vances have been made in the indus­ 
trial world for the benefit of workers, 
women still are exploited in some fac­ 
tories throughout the country.” she 
jMrfd. 
“Officials and citizens in some 
»tales look on complacently, while in 
others stern state laws have been en- 
facted to curb these evils. 
Several Proposals. 
"As a result the states which limit 
[hours of labor for women engaged in 
factory occupations, have placed their 
m anufacturers at a disadvantage with 
competitors. This is true particularly 
In 
the great textile industries in 
M assachusetts, which has a rigid 8- 
hour law for women. Throughout the 
south and in many middle western 
states women are toiling in factories 
nine and ten, and in some cases, 
twelve hours a day. 
‘ It may take a long time to get it 
adopted but I am confident th a t it 
will take its place in the constitution, 
because it is necessary and just.” 
Mrs. Rogers also went to President 
Coolidge w ith proposals for new aids 
to industry. 
She proposed inclusion 
Df funds in the budget for two more 
trade commissioners in the depart- 


ment of congress, who would seek out 
new m arkets for American products 
in Australia and North Africa. They 
are needed, she said, to augm ent the 
staff which she succeeded in having 
increased at the last session of con­ 
gress. 
Mrs. Rogers also proposed that a 
federal survey of the machinery in­ 
dustry be made in the interest of 
m anufacturers 
who, 
she said, 
are 
lacking in necessary exhaustive in ­ 
formation of the business. 
Despite her feminine curiosity as to 
what Mr. Coolidge m eant by his "do 
not choose” statem ent, Mrs. Rogers 
announced th at she did not ask the 
president for enlightenm ent. 
“I ’m probably the only congression­ 
al caller who hasn't,” she added.

Buckwheat Flour 
Now Being Ground 


First Local Report Is Made For 
1927 From Mill Near 
Eastbrook 


First grinding of buckwheat flour 
wa> reported this week when J. M. 
McConnell at.his mill near Eastbrook 
reports that he has started grinding 
the new crop into flour. 
The buckwheat crop which is quite 
heavy this fall is reported to be in 
the finest shape for grinding. The 
warm dry fall has made it possible 
to harvest and thresh the grain so 
th at it is in a fine dry condition com­ 
pared with last fall when it was al­ 
most impossible to harvest and thresh 
the crop on account of the extreme 
wet weather. 
Many of the mills of Lawrence and 
neighboring counties last year were 
not able to grind any of the buck­ 
wheat into flour unless they had a 
special drying machine 
Late in the 
fall and winter some of the crop was 
able 
to 
be 
ground after several 
months of drying in the granaries 
of the farmers. 
But this year it looks as though 
the lovers of buckwheat cakes are go­ 
ing to have their fill especially if the 
weather soon gets cool enough to en­ 
joy this winter time food. 
No one 
wishes to eat buckwheat cakes in 
July weather even if it happens to be 
October or November.
